SALEM, September 5, 1872. 
To Hon. S. F. Chadwick, Secretary of State: 


The State Board of Education, consisting of the Gov- 
ernor, the Secretary of State and the State Treasurer, for 
the government of the school for the deaf and dumb, in 
compliance with the requirements of House Joint Resolu- 
tion No. 29, passed October 26, 1870, present to you this 
their report for the two years: ending September 5, 1872. 

By the terms of the resolution referred to, the State 
Board of Education “are directed to make such provision 
for the instruction of the deaf mutes of this State as in 
their opinion they may deem most conducive to the wel- 
fare of that class of persons ; provided, the expense there- , 
of shall not exceed the sum of two thousand dollars per 
annum." 

The Board take pleasure in reporting to you that these 
requirements have been fully complied with, and state 


that at the outset they obtained the services of a young 
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man trained in a similar institution, and thus fitted to sym- 
pathize with and appreciate the thoughts, moods, wants 
and necessities of this family of unfortunates to be gath- 
ered around him. 


No sooner was the principal, Wm. S. Smith, appointed 
than he engaged in a correspondence, inviting all the deaf 
mutes of the State of suitable age to the institution. Dur- 
ing the first year sixteen pupils were regularly entered. 
The school was opened in November, 1870, and closed on 
the 1st of April, the amount of the appropriation ($2,000 
per annum) not being sufficient to carry on the school 
during the entire two years, although the strictest econo- 

‘my was observed. The students, teachers and matron 
were all supported out of the sum appropriated. 


Parents and guardians of the pupils in attendance have: 
all expressed themselves as well pleased at the proficiency 
made by students while under Prof. Smith’s instruction, 
and we can report that the school so far has been a com- 
plete success. 

- Mrs. Cora Smith, wife of the Principal, has ME him 
anne the past year in the discharge of his duties as 
teacher. 

The Board organized by the Section of the Governor 
as President, and Henry H. Gilfry, Secretary, who has also 
acted as financial agent. 

A careful and thorough examination of all the accounts en- 
ables us to report that the pecuniary affairs of the Institute 
have been judiciously and economically administered. In 
order to meet the growing necessities of the increased 
number of pupils, a larger appropriation will be needed 
for the next two years. A law should be passed placing 
the institution on a sounder and moye definite basis.

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RULES FOR DEAF MUTE SCHOOL. 


i 

Under the advice of the State Board of Education, the 
following general rules and regulations for the establish- 
ment and control of the institution for deaf mutes and for : 
the instruction of pupils therein: 

1. There shall be a principal or chief instructor of said 
institution, and such assistant instructors as the circum- 
stances of said institution shall require. 

2. The principal shall have the general control of the 
educational department of the institution, the discipline of 
the pupils morally, religiously and intellectually. He shall 
also have general care of the habits, exercises and health 
of the pupils. 

8. All pupils residing within the State of Oregon, at the 
time of application for admission, who are between the 
ages of eight and thirty years free from disease shall be 
admitted, but, on account of the insufficiency of the ap- 
propriation to establish this institution, those having suffi- 
cient means for their own support therein will be expected 
to pay the amount hereinafter specified, to assist injsustain- 
ing this school. 

4. Each pupil should come with sufficient clothing to 
last one year. They should have a good trunk large 
enough to contain all their clothing, each article of which 
should be distinctly marked with their names. 

5. The State will not be responsible for any charge of 
pupils outside of the institution. 

6. There shall be one session of said institution in each 
year which shall begin on the first Monday in Septem- 
ber and shall continue thereafter for the period of forty- 
two consecutive weeks, with the privilege to the principal 
under the advice of the Board to grant such holidays 
within said session as may be usual or desirable.

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7. The course of study pursued in this institution shall- 
embrace all the English branches, consisting of spelling, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, geography, grammar and the 
sciences, and such other lessons, moral and religious, and 
training peculiar to mutes as the said principal shall adopt 
in his method of teaching. l 


8. There shall be a matron of this inicios who shall 
have general supervision of the house-keeping depart- 
ment. Shall keep all stores, and shall purchase the same 
under the direction of the Board of Education, have 
charge of the kitchen, furnish the meals for the entire 
household of the institution, officers, teachers and pupils, 
and under direction of the principal shall have charge of 
the female pupils out of school hours. She shall have 
charge of the dormitory of the female pupils and she shall 
see that they are in bed and their doors closed at proper 


hours, and that they shall rise in the morning at such’ 
times as will meet the purposes of the general regulations * 


of the institution. 5 


9. The pupils may assist the matron at any time by per- 
mission of the principal,in any of the eurrent duties of 
the institution. 

10. All pupils not residents of this State, at the time of 
admission shall pay into the hands of the Board of Educa- 
tion the sum of $210 annually, or $5 per week for any 
portion of a session. . 

11. All pupils, residents of this State, who are abl shall 
pay the sum of $210 annually, but those who are unable 
to pay the full amount may contribute such means as they 
are able. 

12. Hours to be observed for meals.and exercises of the 
school shall be such as are prescribed by the principal, 
under the advice of the Board. 
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18. All correspondence from abroad shall be addressed 
to “Wm. S. Smith, Principal, Deaf Mute Institution, Sa- 
lem, Oregon." All correspondence from said institution 
shall be'subject to the direction of the Board.

To the Honorable State Board of Education, Oregon: 


GENTLEMEN: Having in the past two years given con- 
siderable attention to the subject, and having recently vis- 
ited, at your request, the State institution of California, I 
now beg leave to submit to your consideration the follow- 
ing suggestions in regard to the question of deaf mute 
education in this State : 

There are now about sixty-five deaf mute persons in 
Oregon, and the number will no doubt increase in propor- 


tion with our increase of population. 


This class of people, when educated, become quiet and 
useful citizens; but without education they are always 
blanks and burdens in the community, and are very often 
unruly and dangerous. The problem of their education 
therefore is one of public policy and not of charity. It is 
the ultimate aim of all American States to give the means 
of education to every child that is to become a citizen; 
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but here is a class of children that cannot be educated by 
the ordinary means. It would seem a matter of simple jus- 
tice, therefore, that the State provide the extraordinary 
means which their circumstances require. 


The first question with us is, then, shall we educate 
these people at home or send them abroad? From esti- 
mates made, I am convinced that it would cost us less 
money to found an institution of our own than to send 
them to other States: and there are many other reasons 
why itis better policy to follow this course, which will 
suggest themselves to every mind. And I am also con- 
vinced that it would be the truest economy, as well as the 
truest philanthropy, to make the necessary appropriation. 
at once to secure the erection of buildings necessary for 
our present use, and found the institution on a permanent 
basis. 


A donation of a full block of lots in North Salem has 
been offered the State as a location for the school. It is 
convenient and I think eligible, and I am in hopes that 
other persons may be induced to increase the donation to 
two blocks. This will give ample room for a permanent 
and growing institution. JI regret that my own inquiries 


have not yet been prosecuted far enough to enable me to | 


present to your honorable Board detailed plans and esti- 
mates. I am certain, however, that the wants of such an 
institution can be met with a sum so small in comparison 
with what other institutions cost, that our Executive and our 
Legislative Assembly will at once agree upon the neces- 
sary legislation, and the people at large will heartily en- 
dorse their action. I hope soon to be prepared to present 
more detailed and satisfactory suggestions, based upon the 
advice of men of large experience connected with the in_ 
stitution in California, and upon statistics and reports of 
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various institutions of this class in the United States. I 
am prepared to furnish many useful documents to aid the 
action of the Board, or of any committee having the 
matter in hand, with a view to the permanent organization 
of this institution. |
